We  recommend  Fall  planting  of  Hardy  Phlox,  Japan- 
Oriental  and  German  Iris,  Oriental  Poppy,  Delphiniums,  Paeonias 
Lillium  Candidum,  Sedum  in  assortment,  Statice  Latifolia, 
Bleeding  Heart,  and  Lily  of  the  Valley  during  the  month  of 
September. 

Most  varieties  of  Evergreens  may  safely  be  transplanted 
during  September  and  October,  providing  there  is  sufficient 
moisture  in  the  soil.  All  kinds  of  Fruit  trees,  Grape  Vines  and 
Blackberries  may  also  be  set  during  October  and  November. 

Fall  planting  has  some  advantage  over  Spring  planting  in 
as  much  as  the  newly  set  shrubs  and  trees  become  established 
in  the  soil  before  winter  sets  in,  thus  insuring  an  earlier  growth 
in  spring,  consequently  a  great  many  shrubs  will  bloom  the  first 
year  and  withstand  the  dry  weather  during  the  hot  summer 
months. 

Ornamental  trees,  shrubs,  climbing  Roses  and  Vines  may 
be  successfully  transplanted  in  the  Fall,  after  we  have  had 
sufficient  frost  to  check  growth  and  defoliate  the  plants. 

WTe  will  gladly  advise  upon  request,  which  plants  are  not 
suitable  for  Fall  planting.
